An adjourned regular meeting of the Common

On motion of Ald. Moore, both officers were 
requested to address the Council, giving their 
Opinions as to the effect upon the credit of ‘the 
city of extending the tax levy beyond the 15 
mulls as decided by a previous resolution. 

_ COMPTROLLER HAYES : 
said it was a matter of some delicacy for him to 
apbear and express his views of the probable 
effect of the action of the Council It was his 
opinion that the Council was the true source of 
power and authority in the City Government. 
He had always endeavored to conform to their 
rulings for this reason. He had always felt 
that, where he might differ, he should yield his 
opinions to those of the Council. Much con- 
sideration was due tothe fact that the Council 
knew the wants of the city. It was so with the 
various departments. 
subject to great pressure: 

If the finances were in a good condition, there 
was nothing in the appropriation bill which he 
could say was not needed. But general inter- 
ests stepped in. Nowhere coulda better popu- 


city enjoyed so many advantages. Yet we had 
been subjected to two great calamities, one 
local, the other national. 

NEARLY $300,000,000 HAD BEEN LosT 
in a few hours within the past three years, and 
it was absurd to suppose that this value had 
been recovered, Foreighteen months afterwards 
the property was unproductive, which was 
another loss. In rebuilding, at least $50,000,000 
had been sunk in high rates of interest and high 
rates of labor by those who had rebuilt the busi- 
ness district. In addition to this, the taxes had 
been raised, and to-day more than half the tax 
levy had not been collected. This was the local 
trouble. § 

' , THE NATIONAL TROUBLE 
was the panic, which made times as hard in New 
York, Boston, and other great cities. This panic 
would not materially injure Chicago in the u- 
ture. There had been not less than 92, 000,000. 
000 of debt coatracted for railroad extensions, 
and the panic had affected them. Property 
Chicago was not as productive as it on¢e 
was; rents were declining. ‘he feeling of 
the community was not to jeopardize the 
interests of the city, or push hardly upon those 
who bad been crippled by rebuilding. The reso- 
lution passed by the Council not to levy a tax 
higher than 15 mills was hailed by the people of 
Chicago and the United States with the utmost 
juy. People in New York pointed to the young 
City of Chicago as 

AN EXAMPLE OF INTEGRITY AND INTELLIGENCE 
in ber Common Council. Though this resolu- 
tion was not binding, yet the Council could mod- 
ify their expenditures. By crowding the tax- 
payers they would discourage them. — Vast 
amounts of taxes were to be collected. The 
effect upon the growth and development 
of the city would be crushing. The effect 
would first be telt upon property-owners. 
The laboring’ population locked to them for 
employment, and afew hundred thousand dol- 
lars would not give universal employment in 
sewer-building. If property-owners could be 
assured against enormous taxes, they would com- 
meuce building, improving their property, and 
giving employment. But 

LET THE IDEA GET ABROAD 
that the Common Council was a speculative 
body, squandering the people's money, building 
would be abandoned, property would be thrown 
into the market, and the vaiuedecline. Employ- 
ment would cease, and the suffering become ten 
times as great. 

Tbe same effect would be felt by capitalists 
seeking investment im the city. They would not 
invest under the threat of extraordinary taxes. 

Enough money had been spent already to 
build two great cities; sewers and other public 
improvements had been made iu two years to 
sausfy the demands of seven years. 

THE PEOPLE WERE CRYING OUT 

it. If the Council would re- 
io the line of economy and 
retrenchment, their constituents, taough 
individually disappointed, would honor 
them for their mauly and self-denyiog conduct, 
He (the speaker) bad-offended. many of his 
friends in the line of the public good, but he 
had done what he could to preserve the credit of 
the city. In a year or two, if the Council would 
act upon this principle, they would find property 
becoming buoyant. He had been through 
three panica, of 1537, 1857, and 1873. His ex- 
perience was that premature improvements of 
property would make it none the more ser- 
vi le.

HYDROPHOBIA. 


Post-Mortem Examination in the 
Case of McCormick, of New York, 
a Supposed Victim of the Disease 
Amportamt Facts Elicited. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, June 30.—At the close, on Friday 
last, of the post-mortem examination in the 
case of William McCormick, whose death was 
caused by what the most emioent physicians in 
the city called a pronqunced case of hydrophobia, 
Dr. William A. Hammond took charge of the 
parts which he proposed to examine under the 
microscope to ascertain whether any structural 
changes hitherto uodiscovered would reveal a 
true lesion, — that is, a diseased part peculiar to 
hydrophobia. Scientists of all countries, who 
have investigated subjects as carefully as their 
opportunities would permit, have declared 
that there was no lesion, and that the disease 
was the

profession in this country, has always contended 
that the reason why ao lesion bad been discov- 
ered was that the investigation had not been 
carried as far as ig now possible, On Monday 
he began his observations.

The desigo of these 
cards was never as good as it should have been, 
and a new design, or several material alterations 
in the present one, are suggested ; also that in- 
stead of the reddish-brown ink that is now used, 
a change to black ink is proposed.

in: In your issue of Sunday, you refer to 
“A Use for Poisonous Saakes.“ The article 
gives evidence of two cases of cure of hydro- 
phobia—.one that of a dog and the other that of 
a woman—by the bites of snakes. It may be 
true that the poison of vipers may neutralize 
that of mad dogs, but it can scarcely yet be 
recommended by the medical faculty. 

The elephantiasis of the Greeks was said to 
be cured by the bite or poison of the rattie- 
snake. The medical faculty ef Brazil had long 
disputed whether the elephantiasis of the 
Greeks and that of Brazil are identical. The 
effect of the poison of the rattlesnake upon one 
diseased with modern elephantiasis was chosen 
as umpire. One man, in the City of Rio Jau eiro, 
deformed and being destroyed by the disease, 
not only c#nsented to be bitten by a rattlesnake, 
but beco“ne earfestly desirous to test it. The 
diseasy retarded for a little the effect of the 
virus of the snake, but the man soon died, 

Perhaps the friends of some one in the last 
stages of hydrophobia might be — as a 
denier ressort, to try the experiment o viper~ 
virus. .

THE MAYOR AND ALDERMEN, 

First of all, the Mayor and Oouncil failed to 
agree in the Council Chamber, aud now that he 
has given up presiding over the oracular utter- 
ances of his orat gu ros, there isa 

rospect of still another fall-out between them. 

esterday morning a cowvoeation of Aldermen 
was held in the Mavor's office, and was attended 
by Ald, Heath, O’Brien, Quirk, Mahr, Campbell, 
Dison, and others. The immediate object of the 
meeting was to learn the Mayor’s feelings with 
regard to the shape of the Appropriation bill, and 
the prospect of a goodly increase in the city se- 
erage. The Mayor, as usual, spoke straight out. 
He expressed himself as greatly dissatisfied with 
the way the Council aad swelled up the items 
of the Appropriation bill: He retted that 
— the Finance * had for three 
weeks patieutly — mvestigated the 
different items, and had worked so hard to get 
down to the GComptroller’s estimates, the Coun- 
cil threw away this toil, changed things every- 
where, esapeciily such a8 ought not te be 
changed, and lau up a total which it was abso- 
lately impossible for the people to raise. As for 
the necessity of sewerage, no man ized 
that more than he. He wanted to allow all pos- 
sidle for sewerage. But to do this there 
must be ecoponomy eiwewhere, The Fi- 
nance Committee had exercised economy in 
the matter of galaries. Salaries were 
the great point. They were fixed by 
favoritism, not by merit. He had special 
reason’ for complaint iu the matter. He 
had asked the Council to raise the Comptroller's 
salary to $8,000. He did it because he could do 
nothing without a competent Comptroller, and 
one could not be had less than $8,000 or $10,000. 
He wanted to keep Mr. Hayes. © was sure he 
could keep him with a respectable salary, even 
though it was not for money he would remain. 
Now, what had the Council done? It had offer- 
edadirect insultto Mr. Haves, by raising the 
salaries of men about him who were not of a 
bundredth part of his value to the city. What 
excuse could there be for mereasing the payr 
the City Attorney to $6,000 ? 
— the Comptroller? Aud then the 
crease for the Police Superintendent, who he 
asked it; to say nothing of providing for a Dep- 
aty, for whom there was no need whatever. 

Aid. Campbell belheved that the Deputy move 
was purely political. He agreed with the Mayor 
that the salaries, and not the sewerage, should 
havesuffered. ‘The salary matter was all through 
political, and if no election were approaching 
the Council would have saved the city 61,000, 
000; the pay of the poliee would have been re-

Ald! Heath agreed with the previous speaker. 
He thought the question was merely whetber the 
taxes could be raised. The Council had rushed 
in and raised the appropriation to 18 mills or so. 

City-Clerk Forrest read some figures he had 
prepared. showing that the Council uad inereased 
the Finance Committee's estimates $490,000, 
which would raise the tax from 164 to 1644 mills.

Yesterday was the end of the fiscal year in 
Washington, and the time set for the curtail- 
ment of the clerical force in some of the Depart- 
ments, according to the appropriation bills 
passed at the last session.

THE CITY APPROPRIATIONS. 
The very worst anticipations of the Common 
Council’s final action on the Appropriation ordi- 
nance were realized last night. Notwithstauding 
the resolution previously passed by the Council 
not to exceed a tax-levy of 15 mills; not- 
withstanding the unmistakable protest of tax- 
payers against an extravagant appropriation ; 
notwithstanding the assurance of the Comptrol- 
ler that an excessive levy at this time would 
damage the credit of the city and materially 
retard its business interests ; notwithstanding 
all the pressure to the contrary, the disposition 
all through was toaddto instead of taxing 
from the amounts recommended by the Finance 
Committee on the basis of a 15-mill tax. The 
additions were large and numerous, while the 
‘The exor- 
bitant increase in the sewerage appropriation 
was allowed to romain, the most of u hich, as we 
shall presently explain, may pot be devoted to 
the. extension of the city sewers where 
they are most needed. The $50,000 item 
for dredging the river, which the Com- 
mittee of the Whole recommended to 
be stricken out, was reinstated, and was a 
part of the bill as it passed. This item was 
probably of too acute an interest to contractors 
to be allowed to fall out. Indeed, there was a 
rumor yesterday that negotiations had been 
commenced with a view to retaining it in a 
special interest—not, of course, the interest of 
thecity. Salaries were generally increased, in- 
eluding that of Comptroller Hayes, which was 
doubled on the positive assurance of the 
Mayor that Mr. Hayes will retain, his 
office on these terms. The ornamental append- 
age of a Deputy Superintendent of Police was 


$21,000. The bill as it passed raises the tax-levy 
of the year, on a round estimate, from 15 mills, to 
which the Council had pledged themselves, to 
something over 17 mills, And this is just what 
is to be expected from a set of men who, in the 
majority of cases, have more interest in the tax- 
eating than in the tax-paying process. 

The most oppressive and reprehensible fea- 
ture of last night's work was the appropriation 
of $600,000 toward the building of the Court- 
House, which, as Tux Trisune predicted it 
would be, was sprung upon the Council at 
the last moment. The proposition met witha 
very cordial reception, it is true; but such a re- 
ception had been carefully prepared for it. That 
the $600,000 is appropriated nominally out of that 
portion of the Canal Redemption Fund set 
aside for replacing the public buildings of Chi- 
éaga; does not help the matter at all. Though 
this remnant of the Canal Fund exists theoreti- 
cally, it has no actual existence. The biil re- 
funding the canal moneys (something over 
$3,000,000, including accrued interest) provided 
that not less than one-fifth nor more than one- 
third should be used in replacing bridges and 
public buildings, the balance to be applied on 
the payment of the interest om the pub- 
lic debt and for the maintenance of 
the Police and Fire Department. About 
$2,000,000 were expended in interest and on 
the Police and Fire Department, and something 
more than $300,000 on bridges and public 
schools. This left more than $600,000, which 


rebuilding of the Court-House. In the urgency 
of the city’s needs, this sam was borrowed from 
the Canal Fund and ap plied to other funds.

00? Then the $140,000 must go to the 
Canal Fund, and from there be paid 
out for building the Court-House. Thus, 
while nominally paving the excess of tax- 
ation for some other purpose, we are actually 
. the Court-House. On the valua-

the $600,000 set aside for the Court-House. It 
looks, therefore, very much as if the excess of 
the levy had been shrewdly estimated to reach 
the exact amount appropriated for the Court- 
House job.

‘act repetition of an appropriation under Mayor 
Mason's Administration, in 1871. The first vote 
on the final passage was not sufficient to pass 
the bill acootding to law; but the time was 
short and all were too much interested in the main 
fact of having appropriations to hold out very 
long, and at about 11:30 in the even- 
ing the ordinance was“ passed. The limit 
was midnight. The Maytr signed it im- 
mediately, and apologized for doing 80 
by saying that he would have vetoed it if 
there bad been time to go over the matter again. 
This is just what the Council did not propose to 
allow.

A LETTRE DE-CACHET. 

By the first section of the law for the sup- 
pression of newspapers, recently smuggled 
through Congress by men who have everything 
to fear from an outspoken and independent 
press, it is provided that the Criminal Court of 
the District of. Columbia shall have jurisdiction 
of all crimes and misdemeanors committed in 
the District and not lawfully triable in any pther 
court. The second section recites that the pro- 
visions of the thirty-third section of the Judi- 
ciary act of 1789 shall apply to the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia. 

A very harmless thing this bill reads like; No 
wonder it was passed. There was nothing on its 
face to arouse suspicion. But the effect of making 
the provisions of the thirty-third section of the 
Judiciary act of 1789 applicable to the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia was to pass 
just such a law as Mr. Carpenter wavted but 
failed to obtain. We here copy the thirty-third 
section of the Judiciary act of 1789, now made 
applicable to the Criminal Court of the District 
of Columbia: 

Src. 33. For any crime against the United States 
(tibel is made such a crime by the act just passed), the 
offender may, in the discretion of the Criminal Court 
of the District of Columbia, of a Justice of the United 
States, or by any Justice of the Peace or other magis— 
trate of any of the States where he may be found, at 
the expense of the United States be arrested, impris- 
oned, or bailed; and copies of process shall be re- 
turned as speedily as may be into the 
Clerk’s office of said Court, together with the 
recognizance of witnesses for their appearance in the 
case. The Criminal Court of the District of Columbia 
may require appearance, on pain of imprisonment. If 
such commitment of offender or witness is made in 
any part of the United States except the District of 


Columbia, it shall be the duty of the Judge where the 
delinguent is imprisoned seasonably to issue, and of

the Marshal of the district to execute, a warrant for 


the removal of the offender and witnesses, or either 
of them, as the case may be, to the said District of 
Columbia. 


To illustrate the workings of this law: If Mr. 
Carpenter should repeat his pranks at Long 
Branch at 4 Washington hotel, and a corre- 
spondent there should hint or make mention of 
them, Mr. Carpenter, as the most effectual 
means Of compelling the newspapers to let bim 
alone, would complain to the Crintinal Court of 
the District.of Columbia and have the editors 
and publishers arrested in New York, or Chi- 
cago, or San Francisco, and carted off to Wasb- 
ington, at Government expense, to be tried. In 
this manner he would seek to gag the press. Of 
course, the trial for libel would never come off, 
for it by no means follows that, because a crim- 
inal suit has been begun, it most be brought to 
trial. But perhape weshould not ascribe the au- 
thorship of this bill to Carpenter. He asserts 
that even his own gag-law was not intendéd to 
muzzle the press. There is not & man in the 
United States who puts the same interpretation 
on that intended law that Carpenter does. But, 
then, Carpenter bad the effrontery to tell the 
good people of Wisconsin that it would have 
been n violation of his oath to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States if he had not 
taken his share of the back-pay grab! So we 
cannot always tell how much we should believe 
of what he says. 

It is a little strange, if. this last bill was in- 
spired by Carpenter, that the question whether 
it was constitutional or not did not occur to him. 
By the Sixth Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States, the jury that tries a man fora 
crime must be summoned from the judiciab dis- 
trict in which the crime was committed. When 
Charles A. Dana, editor of the New York Sun, 
was arrested under a warrant issued by a United 


States Commissioner, on a charge of libeling a 


Washington official, and it was sought to 
transport bim to Washington for trial, Judge 
Blatchford treated the whole procegding with 
contempt, and ordered Dana’s discharge; and 
only with contempt can any such action 
be treated by any Judge 80 long 
as the Constitution of the United States re- 
mains what itis. Judge Cooley, in his Conati- 


‘ tutional Limitations, approves of Judge Biatch- 


ford’s decision, and, by implication, condemns 
the gag-law which passed both Houses without 
any knowledge, on the part of the members, of 
what it contained. Spéaking for one newspaper, 
we wish to rethark that we shall pay no a:ten- 
tion whatever, to this letire de cachet. It does 
not amount to a respectable threat. It is a 
“gag,” fit only to grace the boards of a min- 
strel show. It will not scare even the Post- 
Oftice organs ot of the rural districts. 
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PAYING THE BONDS IN GREENBACKS. 

We publish another letter from Mr. Charles 
Shackleford, of Bloomington, III., defending his 
views in reference to the legal right of paying 
the 5-20 bonds in greenbacks, and also in refer- 
ence to the N al Bank question. Mr. S. says 
that the Independent party in Illinois have taken 
no position in reference to paying the 5-20 bonds 
in greenbacks, and that nobody authorized to 
speak for them has done so. That is quite true; 
nor have we assumed or affirmed that they have 
done so. It is extremely gratifyiag that no partv 
in thie State bas taken so untenable and 
fatal a position, Our argument in oppo- 
sition to the view that the bonds may 
be legally paid in greenbacks was a reply to 
the assumption of Mr. Shackleford himself, 
and was made somewhat longer and more thor- 
ough than it would otherwise have been, be- 
cause the Indiana Farmers’ Convention did ex- 
plicitly affirm that policy. 

The first point made by Mr. Shackleford 1s 
that the law of the 5-20 bonds made the green- 
backs receivable in payment for the bonds the 
sameas coin. Hence, he concludes, that the 
evident intendment of the law was that they 
should be payable in redemption of the bonds 
the same as oe, This is a pomt, he says, that 
we did not discuss. Very true! lt did not

authorized to reissue the greenbacks from time 
to time, as the public exigencies might require. 
Very well; that has been done; but how does it 
affect the repayment of the bonds ? 

Mr. 8. says that the Legal-Tender act has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court, and that under 
its decision railroad and other corporations have 
settled their obligations incurred on a gold 
basis before 1860 by the payment of 
greenbacks.* That is quite true, and 
still has no bearing on the question 
whether the Government can lawfully discharge 
an interest-bearing-debt by issuing to its credit- 
or a non-interest bearing debt. If the green- 
back is one form of Government indebtednessa— 
and it appears to be, from the inscription placed 
upon it, viz., The United States Promise to 
Pay —then to tender greenbacks for the bonds 
is not to pay them, but to postpone the time of 
payment, and to stop the interest meanwhile. 
This, if done without the creditor's consent, is 
what we call repudiation. 

We do not propose to chase the National Bank 
question up hill and down dale again, Mr. 
Shackleford propounds, one interrogatory, how- 
ever, that we will endeavor toanswer. He wauts 
to know how National Banks in New York City 
can declare 33 per cent annual divi- 
dends if their banking prvileges are 
not profitable We anewer that the 
privilege of issuing bank-notes is not one of the 
privileges that enable them to declare dividends 
of 33 per cent, or any other per cent, since the 
most profitable banks in that city have no circu- 
lation at all, and those which have issued circu- 
lation have ™ iy issued such amounts as they 
were pract y compel ad to by the National 
Banking l. There ar» some banks in New 
York City which have b u in existence oontinu- 
ously since the Revolution. y War, and one or 
two of them date back to a period anterior to 
the Revolution. In this lapse of time they 
have accumulated a large surplus—two or 
three times their original capital—without hav- 
ing issued any stock to represent this surplus. 
We believe that the Chemical National Bank 
has accumulated a surplus eight or ten 
times as lage as its original capital. 
That it should be able to pay divi- 
dends of 33 per cent per annum, or more, 
on its apparent stock, is nothing strange. It 
would have done sc all the same if the National 
Banking law had never been passed. In point 
of fact, the Chemical Nationai Bank has no cir- 
culation. It was required by law to invest one- 
third of its capital in United States bonds. It 
did so, but never issued the notes to which it 
was entitled. The President of the Importers’ 
and Traders’ Bank testified before a committee 
of Congress last winter that if the law requiring 
one-third of ite capital to be invested in bonds 
should be repealed, his institution would-forth- 
with retire its circulation. That law has now 


| been repealed, and we presume the Import- 


ers’ and Traders’ Bank is now in the 
process of retiring its circulation, as some of the 
Chicago banks are, And we venture to predict 
that years will elapse before as much new circu- 
lation will be called for as will be voluntarily re- 
signed under thé operation of the * recently 


passed by Jongress.

THE MINISTERS ON B BEECHER AND TILTON. 
A number of the Brooklyn and New York min- 


isters have been interviewed by the agents of the 


press on the Beecher-Tilton scandal, and per- 
mitted through the newapapers to ventilate their 
views upon it. The Brooklyn Argus of June 26 
has an aceount of interviews with the Rev. Drs. 
Storrs, Talmage, Budiagton, Cuyler, Porteous, 
Lyman, and Mr. Tilton. What Budington and 
Storrs were going to say about the scandal, and 
what course they would pursue, seems to have 
been of special interest. Dr. Storrs, having been 
interviewed by an Arqus reporter, showed him- 
self rather non-committal. He confined himself 
to saying that lie regretted the unfortunate 
phase which the complication had assumed, and 
that the whole matter was to him one of keen 
personal sorrow. What Plymouth Church would 
do in the matter, or what the neighboring church- 
es would do, he could not say. He thought that 
not a member of the Council believed Mr. 
Beecher guilty. Both Dr. Storrs, and Dr. Bud- 
ington, who was next interviewed, relied upon 
the letter of denial written by Mr. Beecher some 
time ago. The Congregational churches other 
than Mr. Beecher's could do nothing till they 
saw what Plymouth Church itself would do. 
According to the policy of the Congregational 
Church, local churches bad full control of their 
own affairs, but the surrounding churches had 
the power of ‘‘ withdrawing fellowship” from 
a church who would adhere to a minister whose 
course of life was grossly ammoral. If a church 
should refuse to investigate gravecharges against 
a minister, it would then become the duty of the 
neighboriog churches to take action. Plymouth 
Church, Dr. Budington thought, would find it 
necessary to investigate Tilton's charges. Dr. 
Lyman, of the Central Congregational Church, 
had “formed no opinion” on the Beecher 
scandal. He thought it best that very little 
should be said about the matter at all, until 
Plymouth Church had itself taken some action 
in the premises. That church, he was of opin- 
ion, had a very delicate duty to perform. There 
were other clergymen in Brooklyn who might 
tell a good many things if they saw fit; but he 
was not one of the gentlemen who were posted 
on the subject. The Rev. Dr. Porteous said that 
Tilton had attended his church the Sunday be- 
fore; tbat his worn-out appearance was the sub- 
ject of remark ; that his countenance was very 
melancholy. Mr. Porteous did not then know that 
Tilton was cogitating over his recent letter. The 
letter itself Mr. . Porteous. considered an emi- 
nently clever document by a remarkable and 
rarely-gified man. He commended alike the 
forensic ability of the writer and the evidence 
the letter bore to Tilton’s delicate sense of hon- 
or. Asa man, Tilton could forbear no longer 
when an attempt was made to throw the 
whole disgrace upon bim alone. When Ba- 
con had gone 80 far as to stigmatize Tilton as a 
knave aud a fool, Beecherought to have inter- 
vened and put a stop to his vilification of Tilton. 
Still, the Rev. Mr. Porteous gaid that his esteem 
for Mr. Beecher was unshaken. When people 
were trying to heap disgrace and abuse on Por- 
teous, Beecher stood by him, and now he would 
not say a word against Beecher, If Mr. 
Beecher had done anything wrong and re- 
pented of it, that should be the end of 
it, It was only worthless conventionality that 
destroyed o man under such circumstances.

Theodore Tilton, on being interviewed, said he 
would like to have the name of the map who said 
that Beecher’s letter was a forgery ; aod, in reply 
to the question whether he would publish the 
rest of the letter, said that be had printed all of 
it that would be delicate aud proper to print. 
In a subsequent interview he affirmed that the 
letter was, every word of it, Mr. Beecher’s own 
composition,” and thatthe omitted part would 
be published if Mr. Beecher desired that it 
should be. ; 

From all the foregoing it is evident that Mr. 
Beecher’s brethren of the cloth are unanimous 
that there is an affair; that Mr. Beecher Has 
done something very wrong; and that an investi- 
gation into the charges made against him is un- 
avoidable. The position of Dr. Porteous is very 
strange. Even if Beecher is guilty, be would 
consider it worthless conventionality to condemn 
him!

GEN, BURNSIDE AND HIS RAILWAY. 
The New York Tribune publishes the follow- 


ing paragraph: 

The enemies of Gen. Burnside seem to have opened 
a flank attack upon him about the time of the late 
truce in the Senatorial fight in Rhode Island, Tux 
CH1caGo TRIBUNE dwells on allegaiions made in the 
course of litigations about the Cairo & Vincennes 
Railroad Company, that Gen. Burnside, as President, 
made a contract on its behalf for the construction of 
the line, and at the sime time entered into an arrange- 
ment with the contractors by the terms of which the 
profits were to be equally divided between him and 
them, and thinks that an explanation is desirable. A 
dispatch from Providence last night says it is authori- 
tatively stated that at the time he made the contracts 
Gen, Burnside was “the sole and absolute owner of 
every shame of stock of the railroad, and therefore 


felt that. he had a richt to make such contracts as he 


pleased.” 

Whatever may have been published in Tun 
CHO TRIBUNE respecting the Cairo 4 Vin- 
cennes Railway Company and its embarrass- 
ments had no reference to the candidacy of 
Gen. Burnside for the United States Senate. We 
would as lief he were elected as anybody. The 
affairs of the Company, however, became a mat- 
ter of judicial investigation, and the nature of 
the contracts made by Gen. Burnside, as Pres- 
ident of the Company, were stated as we gave 
them. The statement now made by Gen. Bun- 
side—that he was sole and absolute owner of 
every share of stock of the railroad "—may be 
true, but the statement will require some far- 
ther explanation. The road is mainly in the 
State of Illinois, and the counties and towns along 
the line were seduced into voting subscriptions 
of their bonds, which they exchanged for ahares 
of the capital stock in the Company, These sub- 
scriptions were as follows: 


There, may have been other subscriptions, 
but these are of record in the Auditor's office. 
These municipalities were, of course, origina! 
subscribers to the stock. These tuwns hold 
$508,000 in shares of the original capital stock 
of the Company, which they certainly did not 
buy of Gen. Burnside, and which is part of the 
original capital of $4,000,000. They were origi- 
nal subscribers for over one-eighth of the whole 
capital stock of the Company, and they hoid 
that stock yet, and are likely to hold it for all 
time to come. Now, it may be possible that 
Gen. Burnside and these towns may have both 
been sole and absolute owners” of this half- 
million dollars’ worth of stock at the same time; 
but, in the absence of an explanation, we do not 
understand how it could have been so. The people 
who subscribed for this stock did so honestly, 
relying on the good faith of those who were 
managiwg the business. They thought there 
was some bona fide capital invested beside what 
they subscribed. They did not understand the 
modern syetem of building railroads without 
money. The $11,000,000 represented by the 
stock and bonds have been spent, and the towns 
which have laid themselves under these enor- 
mous debte have only the certificates of certain 
stock that has no longer an existence, unless, 
indeed, the Courts shall explode and set aside 
the whole fraud, We do not mean to allege that 
Gen. Buruside's conduct was singular or pecu- 
iar. He only did what other railroad-builders 
did about the same time. But when he says 
that he owned all the stock, he must overlook 
the $508,000 owned dy the towns and counties, 
which was ‘probably the only bona fide stock in 
the concern. 


A CHANCE FOR SECRETARY BRISTOW. 

The new Secretary of the Treasury, although 
berdiy yet warm in his seat, has displayed many 
sterling business qualities and a promptitude 
about his manner of dispaiching business 
which are peculiarly refresbivg as compared

This being the purpose of the Secretary, 
there is no good reason why he should not 
make a clean sweep with hies new 
broom. While he is in the temper of heading off 
bogus contractors and contractors’ rings, there 
is an excellent, opportunity for him to try his 
band on Mullett, Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department. Withavery little trouble 
he may find out what Mullett knows about con- 
tracts and rings. The records of Congress will 
furnish him with some official testimony as to 
the manuer in which Mullett lets contracts in 
plumbing and roofing. There are some facts 
about letting contracts for elevators in the 
public buildings which need elucidation. There 
is a job in connection with the new Cincinnati 
Custom-House which is worth a little inspection, 
just to see bow a granite company in Maine can 

lay down stone in Cincinnati for less per cubic 
foot than it takes to transport it there. Perhaps 
also there are some jobs about the new Chicago 
Custom-House and otber public buildings which 
it would be well to look after. There is a. very 

general impression abroad that everything is not 
exactly as it should be in the building 
operations of the Goveroment; and that it 
would be an excellent thing to investigate Mul- 

lett a little, apply the plumb and level to him, 

and see if he is square andtrue. It will at 


him run wild, and, as the Secretary has mani- 
fested a disposition to bring up his sabordi- 
nates with a round turn now and then, he will 
undoubtedly commence on Mullett before long. 
As Mullett has had free swing fora long time, 
it may pay the Secretary to be prompt and thor- 
ough ; aud he might commence with the roofing 
contract, which was referred to the Secretary 
of the Treasury some three or four years ago 
for revision, but has never been acted upon. 
An investigation of Mullett wiil convince people 
that the Secretary means business, and that his 
zeal is not all show. 


A GOLD SPECULATION, 

The New York Bulletin seems to have 
information which justifies it in inferring that 
there was a coincidence between the publication 
of the Jones memorandum and a large gold 
speculation by a banking house, one of whose 
members is in intimate relations with the Presi- 
dent. The facts given by the Bulletin are: 1. 
That on the 4th of June the banker above de- 
scribed sold e millions of gold at about 
112. 2. That on the 6th the memorandum ap- 
peared in the papers, and gold declined more 
than 1 per cent, and the banker became a large 
purchaser at the reduced price. 3. That there 
was a consequent profit of $50,000 for some one,

Upon these facts the Bulletin assumes a con- 
nection between the gold speculation and the is- 
suing of the President's manifesto.

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Terrible Boiler Explosion at Carfol- 
ton, Mich.

Record of Minor Accidents. 


Terrible Boiler Explosion. 
Seca Dispatch to The Chicago iribune. ~ 
Eur Saginaw, Mich., June 8).—At four mi n- 
utes (0 6 a. m. to day, the boilers in the lumber 


mile below Carroltop, on the opposite side of 


the river from this city, exploded with terrific 
force, shattering the mill to atoms, instantly 


killing four men and wounding seven others. 
Ihe shock was beard by many in this city, but 


known.

A section of 
one of them, provably 9 feet long, which would 
weigh aton or more, was thrown like a shot 
from a gun to a distance of more than 700 feet. 
A considerable portion of the steam drum, which 
would weigh not less than 8 0 pounds, was ant 
into the air clean out of the roof and landed 
some 60 feet on the north side of the mill. The 
building was completely wrecked, the debris

The horses 
sprang right in the midst of the boilers after 
they fel. One man was under the gang-car, 
and, while oiling up, the explosion took place, 
breaking his arm. One man was blown tt rough 
a window, and another was thrown cut ef the 
mill, and sjighted fully 50 feet from where be 
was standing. He was not hurt. One man was 
lighung his pipe, and the pipe and match were 
both blown away by a piece of deoris. 

The engineer, Mr. Wardell, states that he 
knew there was a good supply of water, and that 
the pressure was not what they usually carried. 
He was oiling up some paris of the machivery 
at the time the explosion took place, and does 
not know to what to attribute the accident, ex- 
cepting to say that the boiler was very old— 
eight ‘ears sure, and probably much older, 
| being an old boiler when eight years ago they 
were put into this mill, and were probably de- 
fecuve from age and long use Tbe gauge 
showed eighty pounds of steam just previous to 
the explosion. 

Mr. 8. L. Brundage, the foreman, states that 
the explozion took place at four munutes before 
6, just before the men began work. He was at 
the fire-room a monivut Lefores and inspecting. 
He tried the waver-gauge and fouud two gauges 
flueb. He went a few feet further to o;en up 
the steam connection with some other parts of 
» the works, and at that instant the explosion oo- 
curred. He could not account for the explosion. 

The appearauce at the sceue of the wreck 
| baffles all description. The bodies of the unfor- 
tunate men were terribly mutilated, presenting 
a sicsening spectacle. The Coroners of this 
city impaneled a jury and heid an inquest. 
The jury rendered a verdict of purely accidental 
death, attachiug no blame to apy persons wnat- 
ever. When your correspondent left the giound 
at 5 p. m. the bodies had been put in coffins, aud.
